Trade Topics. — 





Machine for Grinding Wood. 











Illustrations are given of an improve- 
ment in machines for grinding wood, which | 
consists in a grinder composed of grooved 
end plates held together by bolts, in combi- | 
nation with angular castings provided with 
tenons on their ends to fit in the grooves, 
and knives placed diagonally across the | 
grinder and made in sections and secured to 
and between the edges of the castings. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of the ma- 
chine, the lower portion of the frame being 
shown in section. Fig. 2 is an edge view of 
the grinder, Fig. 3 a vertical section, Fig. 4 
a detached view of one of the grinder cast- 
ings and a portion of one of the blades. 

A represents a circular supporting frame, 
in which the grinding wheel B is journaled, 
and which is provided at its base with | 
flanges, C, for securing it to the floor by 
means of bolts or screws. Extending up- | 
ward from this circular frame A any suitable 
distance is the frame D, which forms a feed 
box into which the wood to be reduced to | 
pulp is placed. The feed box D has its ends 
preferably formed as a part of the circular 
frame A, although it may be separated from 
it and secured thereto, if desired. By this | 
construction the circular grinder support- | 
ing frame and the feed box may be cast to- 
gether, thus reducing the cost of the ma- 
chine and making a stronger and a more 
rigid and durable supporting frame and | 
feed box than when made separately. 

The grinder B is journaled in the circular 


frame A above its centre, so that the upper 
periphery of the grinder will extend into the | 
feed box, and in order that the periphery of | 


the grinder will pass very near the junction 
of the feed box and the frame A, the wood | 


placed in the feed box is necessarily reduced | 


to a very thin portion at this point. By 
journaling the grinder above the centre of 
the frame A, so that its upper periphery will 
extend into the feed box a suitable distance, 
and to bring its periphery in proximity to 
the point at which the feed box is joined to 
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the frame A, the reduced portion of wood is 
not split off so as to either wedge in between 
the knives or between the knives and the 
junction of the feed box and frame A, as it 
otherwise would be likely to do, and thus 
chock the wheel or break the knives. This 
construction also prevents any small pieces 
of wood from passing through between the 
wheel and the frame; also, by journaling 
the wheel in the frame, as described, the 
space between the periphery of the wheel 
and the inner side of the frame A gradually 
increases from the cutting point of the 
wheel, so that the pulp is not crowded be- 
tween the knives, but passes freely to the 
bottom of the casting and out of it through 
an opening made in the casting at its bottom 
atany desired point. 

The grinder B consists of two circular end 
plates G, provided with two circular grooves 
H in their inner sides, and which have cast- 
ings J and sectional knives M clamped 
rigidly in position between them by bolts, I. 
The castings J are made slightly V shaped to 
correspond to the shape of the knives or cut-, 
ters used, and are provided with tenons Lon 
their ends, so as to fit in the grooves H, and 
thus support the castings rigidly in position 
between the two plates. 

Bolted to the edge of each casting J are the 
two sections of knives M, which meetat their 
inner ends at the centre of the grinder, so as 
to form a continuous knife, scraper or 

utter and project a suitable distance 
beyond the outer surface of the cast- 
ing. These knives are made in sections 
for convenience in handling and sharpen- 
ing, and so that should one become injured 
or broken at any point it can be readily re- 
placed by another without having to lose the 
other uninjured portion or section. 

The knives are intended to scrape away 
the surface of the wood, and are arranged in 
an angular or slightly V shape, in order to 
bring each knife gradually into play,and thus | 


instead of bringing the whole strain upon 
| each knife at once. By bringing each knife 
| gradually into play, the sections are much 
less likely to be broken than they would 
be if they extended straight across the 


grinder, and by placing them at the angles 


shown ? much greater amount of grinding 
surface is obtained than if they were placed 
straight across, and the wood is not split 
from the logs, as would be done by straight 
knives, but a scraping action is produced, 
whereby the fibre is rubbed off, the shaft N 
of the grinder is secured therein in any suit- 


pulley P upon one end. 

A grinder of the construction here shown 
enables any one or all of the knives or cast- 
ings to be readily removed from the wheel | 
when broken, or for the purpose of 
sharpening, by removing the bolts 
I, which clamp them between the 
end castings G. 

In a machine of this construction 
the wood is said to be held suffi- 
ciently in contact with the face of 
the cutter by its own weight to 
not require any additional device 
for forcing it down.

Reducing the Fire Loss. 








The following extracts are 
taken from a paper read by C. J. 
H. Woodbury before the American 


on November Ig: 
SUPERVISION. 

The prevention of fires must in 
greater measure proceed from the 
efficiency of the supervision ex- 
ercised over the property in the 
order of the buildings, heed to 
probable causes of fire, and atten- 
tion to the fire apparatus. 

As property should be watched 
during the day Sunday, as well as 
at night, it is under the care of 
watchmen about five-eighths of 
the time, and the measure of this respon- 
sibility should be clearly understood. 

The patrol should be recorded on a watch- 
man’s clock, not merely to show that he was 
not unfaithful, but also to prove that he was 
faithful. 

Safety requires that lanterns should be 
securely guarded ; that the handle and sus- 
taining parts of the lantern be connected to- 
gether by rivets or by locking the metal 
together without relying on soldered joints, 
and thirdly, that the lamp should be put in 
from above and never from the bottom. 

CONSTRUCTION, 

The destructive consequences attending 
fire in buildings whose iron and masonry 
construction is called fireproof show that 
some other form of construction is necessary 
to obtain the desired results of minimizing 
the annua! cost of the maintenance of the 
invested capital as represented by insur- 
ance, depreciation, interest and taxation. 
There is little incentive for entering into 
unusual expenses in the construction of a 
manufacturing building for the purpose of 
increasing its resistance to fire, unless the 
additional interest on such increase in the 
investment is to be met by a corresponding 
reduction in the annual cost of the fire haz- 
ard. 
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The method of mill building known as 
slow burning construction combines the ad- 
vantages of low initial cost and great resist- 
ance to destruction by fire, the final result 
being that the manufacturing is housed at 
the minimum annual cost. The fundamen- 


tal principle of such construction is to mass | 


the material in such a way that there shall 
not be any concealed spaces about the struc- 


ture, and that the number of projections of | 


timbers, which are more easily ignited than 
the flat surfaces, shall be reduced as far as 
possible, that iron portions of the structure 
shall not be exposed to the heat of any fire 
in the contents of the building, and further- 
more that the isolation of the various portions, 
both in respect to that of one building to an-

The most important feature is that of the | 
mill floors, which should be laid on beams, 
generally of Southern pine, 12x14 inches, 
or 2 inches larger when required by unusual 
loads or longer span than 22 feet.

Timber columns are preferred to those of 


iron, unless the load is greater than can be | 





sustained by timber. 

The floor planks for this type of floor are 
generally made of spruce plank from 3 
to 4 inches in thickness, grooved on both 
edges and joined together by hard wood 
splines. These floor planks should be two 
bays in length, breaking joints at least every 
4 feet. 

Above this the ‘ip floor, of 1} or 14 inch 
hard wood, is laid, and in some instances 
the resistance of the floor to fire is greatly 
increased by iaying a coat of plaster on the 
floor plank before the top flooring is built. 
But the general method of increasing the 
resistance of the floor to fire is by covering 
the floor and beams on the under side with 
plaster laid on wire lathing. 





Such a mill floor and columns, while pos- 
sessing in a very high degree features 
which offer resistance to fire, being weak- 
ened by the temperature only to a slight 
extent as they are slowly burned away 
under the exposure to a very severe fire, 
also possess the merit of great economy, 
both as regards the low price of construc- 
tion, and in that the floor is thinner in com- 
parison with joisted floors of equal strength, 
saving in this respect, for every floor ina 
building, about 10 inches in height of wall, 
stairs, belting, steam pipes, and all vertical 
connections reaching from floor to floor, a 
saving which amounts to considerable in 
the total cost of a building. 

The division of mills into various portions 
by means of fire walls is frequently not so 
efficient as assumed, by reason of the lack 
of fire doors to satisfactorily fulfill the pur- 
pose of resisting fire. The best form of fire 


door is that made of two thicknesses of 


| matched boards, placed at right angles to 


each other and nailed together, being cov- 
ered on the outside by tin, securely locked 
together, and. held to the door by numerous 
hanging strips. The door should be secured 


| to the hangers by means of bolts, and not

screws, and the rail upon which it runs 
strongly bolted to the wall. When closed, 
such a door should fit into a jamb and be se- 
curely held in this manner against the wall. 
Such doors are frequently hung upon an in- 
clined track, and by some application of high- 
ly fusible solder at the catch are so arranged 
that they will be closed by the heat of a fire, 
if not closed by hand. 

Where land is expensive, or there are limi- 


| tations in the space suitable for building, it 


is frequently necessary to build mills and 
shops higher than would be warranted by 
good judgment under other conditions, but 
where circumstances will permit it the one 
story mill has been very successful, not 
merely in immunity from fire, and very low 
cost per square foot of floor, but also in the 
| advantages of manufacturing, particularly 
in regard to cost of supervision 
and movement of the stock in 
process of manufacture. 

The extension of one story build- 
ings over too large an area will 
not be commended, and certainly, 
as regards the question of fire, it 
has a tendency to place too large 
a property in direct exposure to a 
very wide hazard. 

FIRE APPARATUS. 

All methods for the prevention of 
fires fall so far short of the ideal 
of immunity that there is a neces- 
sity for fire apparatus. The prin- 
ciple of the defense of a manu- 
factory against fire is that of self 
protection, by making the instal- 
lation and management of the fire 
apparatus equal to the progress of 
any fire which can possibly occur. 

Fire apparatus should be kept 
in service as well as in order. It 
is no exception to any other 
machinery in that practice is es- 
sential to obtain any efficient re- 
sults. 

The practical results of private 
fire organizations, where fire has 
occurred, have been very marked, 
and systematic and skillful work 
has been the rule, in place of the need- 
less confusion and liability to breakage of 
the apparatus, which almost inevitably oc- 
cur in the lack of such organization. 


The details differ with the arrangements 
and administration of every mill; but the 
general policy of definitely assigning per- 
sons to the positions for which they are best 
adapted, and where it is presumed they 
could be most useful, and to practice them 
in such work, is a rule which is common to 
all. 

A great deal of fire apparatus is destroyed 
by freezing water during the winter months, 
and theretore a special inspection of all 
such apparatus should be made late in the 
autumn, when the water should be drained 
from all portions of the system where there 
is liability of freezing, and all hydrants and 
valves should be well oiled, preferably with 
mineral oil. The hazard from a hydrant or 
other portion of the apparatus broken by 
frost does not lie so much in the probabil- 
ity that disadvantage may result from the 
disuse of one element of the plant, as in the 
liability that such a breakage may interfere 
with the whole system and render it inop- 
erative. 

Buckets of water are the most effective 
They should be kept full 
and distributed in liberal profusion in the 
various rooms of the mill, being placed on 
shelves or hung on hooks, as circumstances 
may require. In order toassist in keeping 
them for fire purposes only, they should be 
unlike other pails used about the premises, 
and in some instances each pail and the 
wall or column behind its position bear the 
same number, 

Automatic sprinklers have proved to be a 
valuable form of fire apparatus in operating 
with great efficiency at fires where their ac- 
tion was unaided by other fire apparatus, 
particularly at night; but although they 
have proved to be reliable and effective, yet 
in order to provide for all possible contin- 
gencies, their introduction should not dis- 
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place other forms of fire apparatus, particu- 
the stairway towers, 
with hydrants at each story. Standpipes 
are not recommended to be placed in rooms 
or on fire escapes, and inside hydrants 
should not be attached to the vertical pipes 
supplying automatic sprinklers, 

Fire pumps are generally too small for the 
work required of them, 500 gallons per min- 
ute being the minimum capacity recom- 
mended. Fora five story mill there should 
be an allowance of 250 gallons per minute 
for an effective stream through a 1% inch 
nozzle, and for lower buildings the estimate 
should rarely be less than 200 gallons for 
each stream. 

Yard hydrants should be placed at a dis- 
tance of 50 feet from buildings and covered 
with a house which should also contain 
hose, axes, bars, nozzles and spanners. 

Water mains about a mill yard should be 
of ample capacity not to cause an excessive 
loss by friction, their diameter being based 
upon a limit of velocity of 10 feet per second 


for the maximum delivery. 
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Artificial Silk from Paper Pulp. 





Not long ago brief mention was made 
in THE JouRNAL of the fact that a French in- 
ventor had succeeded in producing an arti- 
ficial silk or substitute resembling in many 
respects the product of the silkworm. The 
apparatus for making this substitute was 
exhibited by its inventor, Mr. de Chardon- 
net, at the Paris Exposition, and although 
the manufacture of the artificial silk cannot 
be said to have yet become a certain in- 
dustry, it is claimed that it is likely to be- 
come successful, and in that case will effect 
a revolution in one branch of the textile 
arts, 

It will be remembered that Mitscherlich, 
the German inventor, has devised a process 
for making wood fibre capable of being spun 
and woven into cloth, This also still awaits 
practical development. 

The raw material employed in the manu- 
facture of artificial silk is pure cellulose, 
paper pulp being the starting point. This 
is transformed into nitro cellulose by the 
well-known process of nitration in a mixture 
of nitric and sulphuric acids. The resulting 
product is a nitro cellulose of the same char- 
acter as that used by photographers in the 
production of their collodion, and in the 
manufacture of celluloid. After thorough 
washing and drying, the nitrated cellulose 
is formed into collodion by dissolving it in 
a mixture of 38 parts of ether and 42 parts 
of alcohol. The collodion thus formed is 
drawn into fibre by certain mechanical 
means to be presently described ; but it re- 
quires first to pass through certain important 
preliminary operations. The collodion, as 
is well known, is a highly inflammable sub- 
stance, and this quality in the finished prod- 
uct would be very detrimental. It is, 
therefore, subjected to a process of denitra- 
tion, by which it is said to be reconverted 
to the condition of ordinary cellulose, in 
which state itis no longer dangerously com- 
bustible. The means by which this trans- 
formation is effected are not stated, but are 
kept secret by the inventor, 

The thread, after this treatment, may be 
rendered quite incombustible, if desired, by 
passing it through a solution of some one of 
the salts commonly employed for rendering 
textile fibres fireproof (phosphate of am- 
monia, for example), and at this stage of its 
manufacture the fibre is dyed of any desired 
color. 

The mode of producing the filaments of 
collodion is extremely simple. The mode 
shown at the exposition consisted of a glass 
tube, reduced at its upper end to a capillary 
passage. Through this passage the filament 
of collodion is forced out under pressure ; as 
it issues the fibre is in a pasty condition 
and requires immediately to be consolidated. 
This is effected by a second glass tube sur- 
rounding the first. Connected to the second 
tube is a small pipe, which supplies a cur- 
rent of cold water that at once ‘‘sets” the 
pasty collodion filament, so that it can be

The inventor exhibited, in addition to the 
model just described, an apparatus contain- 
ing a number of such tubes, with which he 
illustrated the method of twisting several of 
the filaments together to form a thread. An- 
sther machine was arranged for showing 
the practical working of the system. In this 
the dissolved collodion was contained in a 
copper vessel having a capacity of 15 litres, 
From this reservoir the dissolved collodion 
was forced out under a pressure of 8 to Io 
atmospheres, through seventy-two capillary 
tubes surrounded by a water jacket, as above 
described. By this means seventy-two fila- 
ments are produced at the same time, and 
these may be spun into threads of various

three filaments as a minimum to ten as a 
maximum. To effect this, there 
placed parallel with the horizontal tube, and 
carrying a series of bronze blades which 
serve to guide the filaments. The twisted 
threads are wound upon bobbins running on 


spindles mounted parallel to the horizontal

tube. 

A frame carrying as many pincers as there 
are capillary tubes can be put in motion by 
a cord, and if any of the threads are broken 
these pincers take hold of the filament and 
unite the broken ends. The apparatus is 
inclosed in a hermetically sealed glass case, 
through which a current of air is continual- 
ly forced. This air is warmed, to facilitate 
the drying of the filaments, but is suffi- 
ciently cooled down at the exit place to de- 
posite the vapors of ether and alcohol de- 
rived from the dissolved collodion. The 
circulating water is discharged into a re- 
ceiver, and the considerable quantity of 
alcohol and ether retained therein 
gained by distillation. By this precaution 
the loss of ether is reduced to 20 per cent., 
and that of alcohol to Io per cent. One of 
these tubes can produce from 3 to § hun- 
dredweights of filament per hour, corre- 
sponding to a length of 1% miles. The ap- 
paratus here described said to 
worked continuously, and to have required 
very little attention. The artificial product 
thus produced, itis said, can be sold at from 
15 to 20 frs. the kilog., while raw silk costs 
from 45 to 120 frs. the kilog.

The resemblance between the natural and 
artificial products is said to be very close. 
The latter is smooth and brilliantly lustrous 
and has a strength about two-thirds that of 
natural silk. When woven into a fabric the 
artificial fibre is said to be stronger and to 
be less liable to cut than the natural silk, 
these advantages being due, it is explained, 
to the fact that the artificial filament is not 
charged with destructive substances, such 
as zine or lead salts, which are commonly 
used in dyeing silks. These metallic salts 
serve the purpose, principally, of weighting 
the silk, The density of the artificial prod- 
uct, according to the inventor’s figures, lies 
between that of raw and finished silk ; its 
resistance to tensile strain varies between 
15 and 22 tons per square inch.

A DESCRIPTION of the method and ap- 
paratus for manufacturing artificial silk 
from wood pulp will be found on the first 
page of this issue. Year after year new 
possibilities in the paper and pulp making 
lines are developed, and if textiles are to 
be produced from the output of the pulp 
and fibre mills we may expect to see 
mills put up with special reference to 
other than paper making interests. 


A MACHINE having features of interest

IT may not be generally known, but it 
should be noted that this week we cele- 
brated the centennial of national thanks- 
giving under Presidential proclamation.

THE TISSUE MANILLA PRODUCT. | 


This week we take up for review a 
product which, as will be seen from the 
figures appended, has been variable. It 
is a feature also that, while in one 
year the capacity of mills making tissue 
manillas has fallen off,’ it has again 
increased, and after reaching a _ cer- 
tain limit another falling off is noted, 
and that having increased over 50 
per cent. in three years, it at once 
fell off about 28 per cent. We are 
in doubt as to the reasons for this 
showing, for it would seem that the 
consumption of this grade of paper is in- 
creasing, and would be likely to become 
greatly enlarged. Our figures gre taken 
from the reports of the various mills de- 
voted to this grade, and while we can see 
that possibly there has been a reduced 
demand for goods of this class in the 


production of paper patterns, the deficit |

COAL.—There is little to note that one 
could call an improvement over previously 
reported conditions, so far as the hard coal 
trade is concerned ; everything is quiet and 
all branches of the trade are dependent upon 
a change in the temperature. The restric- 
tion which has been noted from time to 
time should have a decided bearing upon 
the general result, if there be any decided 
‘“‘winter weather;” in this event there 
would be a good demand for coal and the 
prices of the list could be realized. Phila- 
delphia report is of a quiet market, except 
for the line trade; some delay in receipts 
was experienced owing to the heavy rains 
of last week, and this gave the chance to 
run down stocks, so that it is now said that 
the Reading Company’s stock of salable 
sizes of anthracite at Port Richmond is quite 
small. At Boston trade is almost ata stand ; 
no new business is expected for a month, or 
until the stocks now in hand are disposed 
of. The receipts are not large, for, as we 
are officially advised, the total for the week 
ending November 16 shows but 19,584 tons 
of anthracite and 11,339 of bituminous coal. 
The Chicago advices are that there has been 
no change in the past week; December is 
now expected to develop a more active trade 
with a firmness to prices not heretofore re- 
corded ; the period of actual and heavy con- 
sumption of anthracite is yet to come ; and 
as the stocks steadily dwindle at the docks a 
different feeling will exist; large advances 
in prices (usually merely temporary) are not 
particular causes for congratulation, but a 
good uniform demand and sale of coal at 
moderate prices is much to be desired and is 
now looked for; the time has come to sell 
coal and make money on it. There is a 
very quiet market reported from Buffalo.

We apprehend, however, that now 
the courts would look more at the actual in- 
tention of the parties and their actual owner- 
ship in the funds of the partnership, and not 
be governed by the mere phraseology used. 
If, in fact, he works for wages, although the 
wages are measured by the profits, he is no 
partner, and therefore not liable for the debts 
as every partner is.” —Zaws of Business.

Putting aside the above aspects of commercial economy, which, of course, are the 
principal aspects of the case, the actual steam economy I find to be very good, con- 


sidering the subdivision of power among a namber of 
small steam engines. 


From various experiments I find that the dross 
burnt is equal to just fully three pounds per horse 
power per hour, and one and an eighth pound per 
pound of finished paper turned out from beaters 
driven by Westinghouses. 


There seems to be every likelihood of this being 
improved upon, as the engines evidently take less 
steam every month they are at work. This is proba- 
bly due partly to the fact that the pistons and 
cylinders are taking on a high degree of finish, and 
rapidly assuming a mirror-like surface, There is 
considerable saving in mechanics’ work and over- 
time, as having no engine brasses to take up, no 
glands to pack, no valves to adjust, and none of the 
many little things Which require constant attention in 
ordinary steam engines.
